Claverston,  or  the  Infidel's  Fwi?— First  American  edi¬ 
tion-published  by  T.  8t  J.  Swords,  New  York. 

This  is  an  interesting  little  volume,  intended  to  pre¬ 
sent  some  of  the  evidences  of  Christianity  to  “  the 
gay  and  juvenile  class  of  readers  who  anxiously  pe¬ 
ruse  the  lively,  versatile  wit  of  a  Voltaire,  while  they 
refuse  to  examine  any  serious  book.”  It  appears  to 
be  the  production  of  a  writer  who  has  examined  well 
the  foundation  of  her  faith,  and  obtained  a  clear  and 
practical  knowledge  of  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus.  The 
incidents  which  connect  the  chain  of  conversations 
together,  are  of  so  striking  a  character,  and  are  describ¬ 
ed  so  much  at  large,  that  we  fear  many  of  those  whom 
the  author  addresses,  will  be  absorbed  by  them,  while 
her  Instruction  w’ill  pass  unnoticed.  \Ve  cannot  say 
that  we  greatly  admire  the  method  of  inculcating  divine 
truth,  by  such  tales  as  these,  but  we  may  safely  speak 
of  this  volume  as  one  of  the  best  of  its  class.

GREEN  BAY. 

The  latest  letter  which  had  been  received  from 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Cadle,  at  the  time  our  lust  paper  was 
in  progress,  was  dated  December  3,  1830.  During 
the  interval  which  has  elapsed,  other  communica¬ 
tions  have  reached  us,  extracts  from  which  will  be  found 
below. 

Grekx  Bat,  December  27,  1830. 

The  Missionary  buildings  are  very  comfortable,  and 
well  adapted  to  this  rigorous  climate. 

For  several  weeks  past,  my  services  have  been 
almost  entirely  confined  to  Menomineeville.  I  have 
baptized  one  adult  and  two  children  of  the  congre¬ 
gation  of  Christ  Church,*  and  also  an  Oneida  child 

brought  to  this  settlement  purposely  for  the  adminis¬ 
tration  to  it  of  the  ordinance  of  baptism.  On  Christ¬ 
mas  eve  I  preached  at  the  Mission  school  room,  and 
on  Christmas  day  in  the  school  house  at  the  village, 
where  I  administered  the  Lord’s  supper  to  6  persons. 
The  Sunday  School  w'as  opened  again  on  the  26th 
inst.,  on  which  day,  agreeably  to  a  promise  which  I 
had  made  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  AVilliams,  and  to  an  invita¬ 
tion  which  I  had  received  from  some  Oneida  Indians, 

I  visited  the  Oneida  settlement  at  Duck  creek,  seven  | 
miles  distant  from  Menomineeville.  The  morning  ser¬ 
vice  was  performed  by  a  member  of  that  congrega- 1 
tion,  in  wliich  the  rest  united  with  great  apparent  de-  j 
votlon.  The  number  present  was  very  large.  I  es¬ 
sayed  to  preach  with  the  aid  of  an  interpreter;  but,  as 
he  had  not  been  accustomed  to  act  as  such,  I  could  I 
do  little  more  than  suggest  a  few  religious  thoughts.  {

te.acher,  he  could  obtain  a  school  worth  $1000  a  year, 
and  the  prospects  of  usefulness  are  very  extensive. 

I  would  press  upon  the  consideration  of  the  Society, 
the  importance  of  this  place,  and  recommend  them 
to  make  this  one  of  their  earliest  points  of  action. 

There  is  at  present  no  house  of  worship  in  the  town. 

They  meet  for  worship  in  the  Masonic  Hall,  or  Acade¬ 
my. 

Could  a  clergyman  be  located  at  this  place,  one  at 

Hopkinsville,  and  one  at  C - e,  they  could  be  a  great  ' 

assistance  to  each  other  by  an  interchange  of  service,  j

I  commenced  last  week  with  the  beginning 
of  the  book  of  Genesis,  the  substance  of  which  1  pro¬ 
cured  to  be  interpreted  as  well  as  possible  into  French 
and  Chippewa  for  the  benefit  of  such  as  speak  only 
those  languages. 

Jan.  14,  1831. — There  are  now  28  boarders,  all  of 
which  are,  with  but  a  solitary  exception,  of  Indian  de¬ 
scent.  The  servants,  too,  are  from  among  the  New 
A’ork  Indians,  so  that  almost  all  the  varieties  of  language 
existing  in  this  region  are  to  be  found  under  our  roof ;

There  were  many  fears,  too,  inseparable 
from  such  an  undertaking,  under  such  circumstances, 
but  all  were  graciously  removed;  and  I  look  back 
upon  the  past  year,  at  its  termination,  as  the  most 
useful  of  my  life,  more  blessed  with  the  favour  and 
presence  of  God,  and  with  satisfaction  and  enjoyment, 
than,  perhaps,  any  other.  If  it  should  please.  God  to 
continue  these  to  me,  I  shall  hare  much  cause  for  gra¬ 
titude  to  Him.
